Telephones are always computed per 


capita. This gives the United Stales 
whopping edge, for the latest tabula- 
tion coming to us indicates there arc 
18,433,400 tlephones in this country 
That is about one for every seven 
persons, more or less—that, is, more or 
less persons, not more or less tele- 
phones. 


Now 18,433,400 telephones is a lot ol 


numbers to call and it is the proud 
but honest boast of the telephone com- 
pany that any one of these telephones, 
can telephone any one of Die olhei 
18,433,399 at almost any time of the. 
day or nihl. 


But when a parly is huntin a tele- 


phone while stranded on a dark coun- 
try road it is no pleasure to know 
that one out of every seven has it. Hi 
wanLs to know how many there are pei 
square mile of dark countryside ant 
what his chances are of findiix one 
That, statistically, is clifcrcnt.

apparently no action would be en- 
tertained on the house floor Wednes- 
day to suspend the rules and consider 
the legislation. 


The wage-hour bill received final 


congressional approval Tuesday and 
congress, thinking of home, and cam- 
paign worries, hustled toward ad- 
journment. Most informed legislators 
said tile session would end Wednes- 
day.

lief, and minor issues remained to be 
considered.

Power & Light Co. to begin construe 
tion of a ?G,OOQ,000 combinalion floo 
conlrol and power dam on Ihe Oua 
chila river al Blakely mountain 
miles northwest of Hot Springs. 


This news was received at the gen 


oral offices of the Arkansas Powe 
and Light Company Tuesday 
froi 


Harvey C. Couch, president of th 
company, who is in Washington, wher 
;» joint senate and house conferenc 
committee approved the bill Monda 
night. 


Included in the measure is a pro- 


vision for the United Suites army en- 
gineers to participate up to $2,000,000 
in the construction of Die upper 30 
feet of the dam for flood control pur- 
poses. The total height of the dam 
will bo between 150 and 170 feet. The 
exact height will be decided on imme- 
diately after approval of Ihe bill. The 
power company will pay for the lower 
part of the dam, for the dani site, and 
Lhe immense reservoir space that will 
be required. 


This will be the first instance in 


which the government has participated 
jointly with a private ulilily in pro- 
viding flood control. Some aulhorilies 
see in Ihe joinl parlicipalion a possi- 
ble precedent of co-operation between 
the government and private industry 
that may result in negotiations for 
other construction projects that will 
aid recovery. 


C. S. Lynch chief engineer of the 


Arkansas Power and Light Company 
will have charge of the construction 
of the dam. He had charge of con- 
struction of the first two dams. 


The power portion of the dam will 


flood some 500,000 acre-feet of ground, 
and the flood control portion will flood 
another 500,000 acre-feet. Between 25,- 
000 and 35.00 Oacres will be covered 
by the huge lake thai will be formed 
by Ihe dam. This lake will be three 
times as large as Lake Catherine, 
formed by Rommel dam, and Hamil- 
ton, formed by Car|>enter dam. 


Exact type of construction of the 


dam ha.s not been decided on, but it 
will be built to provide for installation 
of generating equipment Dial will ulli- 
matcly produce from 25.000 to 40,000 
kilowatl hours of electricity.

What kind of a 
standard of living is implied by them, 
and what must be the standards to- 
day of those whom it is proposde to 
vuisc to 25 cents an hour? WPA rates, 
by the way. are around 60 cents. 


1 tis nil very clear and simple. At 


25 cents an hour, assuming a 40-hour 
week, the wage-earner takes in just 
$10 a week. At 40 cents, this becomes 
$16. 
Assuming, 
again, 
year-round 


work, the 25-cent-an-hour man earns 
?520 in a year; his more fortunate col- 
league earns S832.

Do your own figuring on a basis of 


5500 and 5800, since 52 weeks of straight 
work is practically unknown among 
people drawing that kind of money. 


A careful study of what becomes of 


the workman's dollar was recently 
made by several government bureaus.

The use of the toothbrush, regulatio 
of the diet and the treatment of de 
caying teeth are all valuable method 
but they will not stop the extension < 
decay. The one best method of hanc 
ling decay is to replace the decayin 
material by fillings. 


Of course, scientists are continuin 


a study of the cause of dental carie 
with a view to preventing this condi 
tion, but such specific methods of pre 
vention are not yet known. 


From time to time studies have bee 


made of the teeth of large groups o 
children' in various parts of the Unitei 
States to find out the extent to which 
(dental caries are present. 


In one group of almost 4500 chil 


dren, 53 per cent were found with one 
ore more unfilled decaying teeth. By 
the time most children have reached 
six or seven years of age, they have 
a considerable number of defects ol 
this character. 


Analyzing the entire population of 


the United States on the basis of the 
number of cavities available in several 
groups which have been studied, we 
have an indication of th« amount of 
dental work that is necessary if all 
children are to have tooth defects 


are in the frst two years of the elemen- 
tary school. 


It would apparently require 10 per 


cent of the time of all of the dentists 
in the United States to take care of 
such defects in children's teeth. If 
we were to start now to take care this 
year of the dental defects that are now 
present, 30 per cent of the time of all 
of the dentists in the United States for 
one year would be required to take 
care of the amount of dental caries that 
is now present. While this is only an 
estimate, it is based on enough statis- 
tical data to make certain that it is 
approximately correct. 


If we consider the total number of 


dentists now in the United States, the 
amount of work that they do and the 
demands made upon the'm for services 
to adults, it is quite obvious that it is 
impossible to expect that all of the 
children of the country can imme- 
diately have all of their dental cavities 
cared for. 


However, if we take it for granted 


that it is desirable that these teeth 
have attention as soon as possible, 
parents can co-operate by taking chil- 
dren to the dentist regularly from a 
very young age onward. 


By this means much of the dental 


:aries can be prevented and a great 
deal can be done toward the future, 
vhen there wil Ibe more dental atten- 
on available and Jess dental caries re- 
uiring it.

Then they reduced the data to a per- 
centage showing that of every dollar, 
ra>*! cents went for rent, and so on. 


Applying those same percentages to 


j incomes of $500 and ?800 will show how 


families benefiting by the proposed 
act would live. 
The accompanying 


table shows what they would have for 
various things necessary to civilized 
living if they spent their income in 
about the same way as thos families 
with average nicomes. 


But they wouldn't, of course. For 


those averages were compiled from av- 
erage incomes. 
That means between 


$1200 and $1500 a year. Incomes of 
$500 and $800 are not spent in quite 
the same way. 


Families with an income of $500 a 


year must spend more than the av- 
erage percentage of their income for 
food. Meals may cost them perhaps 10 
cents apiece instead of the 3, 4, or 5 
cents which would be their propor- 
tionate cost based on the average 
budget. 


At that rate, food for the year for 


the $500 man would cost $430.80 in- 
stead of S1GG. which would practically 
wipe out the entire income, let alone 
anything for such luxuries as medical 
care, clothing, and education.

What to Write When 


Invited to Wedding 


By JOAN DURHAM

Are you puzzled over answering 


wedding invitations? 


There are four types of invitations 


in general use, besides the wedding 
announcement, sent out after the cere- 
mony. 


First is the church invitation, mere- 


ly an invitation to attend the cere- 
mony. It docs not mean that you arc 
invited to a reception or a breakfast. 
You do not have to answer a church 
invitation, unless it is a personally 
written note to a small wedding. You 
do not have to send a gift, although 
there are circumstances under which 
you may want to. 


Second is the reception or breakfast 


invitation. That must be answered. It 
calls for a gift, too. The reception in- 
vitation generally is engraved on a 
smaller sheet of note paper and en- 
closed with the wedding invitation. 
There probably will be an "R.s.v.p." in 
the lower left-hand corner. 


Third is the home wedding invita- 


tion. You must answer that, since it 
implies automatically that you are to 
stay on for festivities after the cere- 
mony. You also must send a gift. 


Last is the invitation to the recep- 


tion only. Occasionally there arc con- 
ditions under which tho wedding is 
performed before 
a 
small 
group, 


especially when there is an invalid in 
the family. The bride and bridegroom 
then meet their family and .friends at a 
reception after the ceremony. You al- 
ways should answer such invitations— 
and send gifts. 


A marriage announcement never is 


sent to those invited to the wedding. 
It docs not require a gift. 


Who may attend the wedding? Only 


those who names appear no the invi- 
tation. It generally is considered prop- 
er to send a separate invitation to each 
grown member of a family.

Spots On Peaches 


A few mud brown .spots about the 


size of a nickel are beginning to ap- 
pear on some Arkansas peaches, and 
should be a warning to those orchard 
owners. It is an early appearance of 
brown rot, the worst of peach diseases 
from a shipping standpoint, as it re- 
sults in complete destruction of the 
fruit. 
. 


Fruit that shows no signs of infec- 


tion which being loaded may be cov- 
ered with spots the si/.e of a quarter 
when the car is opened 12 hours later 
while being re-iced. By the time the 
fruit reaches market in 2 to 3 days, the 
fruit is soft and can rarely be re- 
graded. 


One of the best preventives before, 


picking is the use of an 8-8-30 line! 
sulphur spray or a similar .substitute 
about a month before the fruit ripens 
to prevent infection by the disease 
spores blown from nearby blighter 
twigs or blossoms. Rainy or humid 
weather especially favors the develop- 
ment of brown rot. according to P. T. 
Ecton, Extension Horticulturist, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas. College of Agri-
